training arc strengthened by the 
Board of Health, and there seemed to 
he a general belief among the dele¬ 
gates that these charges arc desirable. 
Should the board acquiesce in the plan 
those who ask for certificates to prac¬ 
tice in future will have to have higher 
qualifications than heretofore.

The Paper Shortage 


Under existing conditions the short 
iu tap. r ia one ot Lite most a±rh)‘u 
• ituations that confronts the news¬ 
paper man. 

Not only in this country but in Eu¬ 
rope tltc shortage of raw material of 
which to manufacture paper ha* called 
for;li the utmost ingenuity of chemists 
and scientists. Out of this acute sit¬ 
uation there must be found new ways 
of making paper and of producing it 
at a lower cost, otherwise a very large 
proportion of the ptiblicadnn huaines* 
of this and other countries wid be¬ 
come so unprofitable as to produce a 
national disaster. The price of paper 
has advanced to such a figure that 
many papers throughout the land are 
suffering severely, Many others will 
tind every dolUr of profit wiped out 
*!*e advancing cost of their white 
paper, Ann unless lower pri¬ 

ces ran he obtained, will he forced to 
suspend publication. Under the cir¬ 
cumstances it is very important that 
every possible source of paper making 
should be investigated. 

I he governtem has appealed to the 
people of the country to save waste 
rugs and waste paper in order that 
a laritcr supply c r raw material can 
lie found. 

A ramoaivn *IvhiU 1 be waped from 


tic end of tltc country to the other to 
save waste paper. Useless hooks, mil¬ 
lions of which arc piled in garrets 
and library shelves, magazines, old 
newspapers and *0 forth, could well 
he used and go buck it.to the vats in 
order to increase the supply and les¬ 
sen the cost. 

Let the country l ogin an era ot 
economy and gather and sell to the pa¬ 
per stock people all accumulations of 
waste rags and paper and Wc shall he 
surprised to find how much material 
now itftidcs can be made valuable to 
he benefit not only of the publishers 
hut also of the nation itself. 

For a city of its size St, Cloud has 
more than the average run of news¬ 
papers forwarded largely hy friends 
of iht residents ard visitors. We b»ve 
also a corps of Boy Scouts as smart 
as any in the state. Why not organize 
a collecting agency here for such ma¬ 
terials as can be rc-uscd and disposed 
of for the benefit of our library. The 
boys would be kept out of mischiet 
for a part of the time and would be 
working for the good of the town. 
W’e would suggest that a premium be 
offered to the boy Vho would turn 
in the most s'oek every month. We 
want to see the ground broken for otir 
library and it would be woc;h while 
to try the experiment. 


PLEASANT TRIP FROM ST. CLOUD 
TO OLD HOME IN BUCKEYE STATE 


Lima, O., May 10. 1916. 
Editor Tribune: 

Wc left our St. CL.nl friends at 
the Jacksonville depot on the even¬ 
ing of May 2, took quarters at the 
Lrkoy Hotel tor the night and the 
next day we got over the most of 
the city for the first lime, and pro¬ 
nounce It a very f>e city indeed. At 
two o'clock we boarued our good old 
ship, the Suwannee, and at eight we 
were sailing on tin- h*incy dex-p. 
with just a slight motion, hut enough 
to send the wife to her couch, At 
9 she was sleeping and the ultip was 
on its good behavior. We slept very 
soundly until daylight, when we were 
anchored safely at the dock in Savan¬ 
nah. Wc did a great deal of tight- 
teeing In this city. THe most inter¬ 
esting place we visited wun my ola 
camp ground, which the 17tIs Army 
Corps occupied for three week after 
tt. . -;* v •«trr»fid#r»d to Sherman, at 
shout Christmas time, 1864. We had 
camped at the south end of Bonne- 
venture cemetery, which was planted 
to live oak* fifty feet each way. and 


at that time (51 years ago) were about 
two feet through. Now many are 
four feet in diameter. Quite a num¬ 
ber of the old trees have died and 
have been removed. Tltc most hang¬ 
ing on the trees in S*. t loud is a 
tattie affair compared to This sight.

Farmers Pleased 
With Abruzzi Rye 

Abnuii rye id on* of the best win¬ 
ter for** •*- f**r ilir ' s *>Mfh#rn 
Stales. it is a comparatively ucW 
grain to tht I’ltitcd States, since it 
was introduced into this country from 
Italy in lioo by the United States 
l K-part in cut of Agriculture. 

Abruzzi or Italian rye vras discov¬ 
ered by agents of tlic Department of 
Agriculture while searching for val¬ 
uable plants and cvmt to this country 
with this record "Abruzzi is a su¬ 
perior rye grown in the Abruzzi prov¬ 
ince, a mountainous district cast of 
Home. This strain is one of the best 
grown in ftaly, having made an av¬ 
erage yield of sB.j bushels of grain 
an acre for ten yeara." 

After testing this rye for several 
years and finding it to 1 m valuable, 
the Department of Agriculture dis¬ 
tributed it in 1006 and 1907. For some 
reason it was lost sight of and notE- 
ing more was heard of it untQ the 
fall of 1913. 

K. S. Tace, district agent for the 
University of Florida Extension Di¬ 
vision. urged farmers^fo plant Abruz¬ 
zi rye last fall and in all but one in¬ 
stance it ha* been successful. One 
farmer, when asked how his plot of 
\brur/i had done, said that he planted 
a strip of it through bis native rye 

nd the Abmxri was much superior 
ai d looked as if it had received an 
application of nitrate ut soda. 

Mr. Pace says that it mak s excel¬ 
lent winter pasture and wtirn spring 
comes, if the cattle arc removed, it 
makes a good crop of hay. If grown 
for grain it will yield Irom tK to *5 
bushels under average eondtt*ow« — 
NgrioiUuml News Service.

Crop Estimates 

Much favorable comment has tc 
cetttly been made concerning the re¬ 
markable accuracy and estimate of 

J » V.! , '“\ crnn . \ 

U. S. made by the Bureau of Crop 
Kali ms tea of the L'. S. L»eparl- 
incnt of Agriculture. The report o» 
ginning* of the Census Bureau of the 
United Stat-s Department of Com¬ 
merce confirm* the accuracy of the 
estimate of the cotton crop made by 
the Bureau of Crop Estimates. 

On December to, 19*5. the Bureau 
estimated the 1015 cotton crop at if,- 
ioi.uoo bales: oh March JO, 1916, the 
Bureau of the Census reported ll,- 
i9J.oeo as the number of bales ginned, 
a difference of only 22.000 bales, or 
about z.io of one per cent, The re- 
P»*rta of the Bureau of the Census of 
the total number of bales ginned each 
year afford an absolute check nu the 
cotton vs (mate* of the Bureau of 
Crop Estimates. 

For the past ten years the average 
error in the estimates of the cotton 
w-rop by the Bureau of Crop Estimates 
was 2.7 per cent; for the past five 
years the average was 2.2 per cent, 
and for the past two years only o* 
per cent, showing a progressive im¬ 
provement during the 10-year period 
and a very remarkable degree of ac¬ 
curacy in the past two years 

No withstanding the high degree o! 
accuracy attained by the Bureau of 
t top Estimates, it is p* inlcfl out that 
ilia’ there arc so many variable and 
uncertain factors in crop produc'ion 
that the crop estimates arc always 
likely 1.1 he subject to more or less 
criticism, especially In limited areas 
where conditions are abnormal 01 
where yields are much higher nr low 
rr than the average. 

The same organiza ton which makes 
the cotton estimates makes the reports 
»n citrus fruits, as well as on all oth 
t crop*, the inference being that th 
estlnta.es cm all crops are e<p*al f y :*♦
